The  revised  "Monthly  Operating  Report",  OMS  110,  August  10,  1945,  has 
retained  only  Part  I,   "Income",  of  the  former  OMS  110.     Other  information 
requested  on  this  form  is  now  reported  on  OMS  449.     The  new  OMS  110  also 
provides  for  certain  information  previously  reported  on  FDa  34.     Much  of  the 

detailed  information  outlined  on  EDA  34  is.  not  needed  "by  the  Washington  Office 
and  this  form  is  now  obsolete.  '  The  essential  information  required  is  now 

fully  covered  in  the  new  OMS  110.     (These  instructions  in  no  way  affect  EDA 
34a  which  lists  the  commodities  inspected)* 

PaRT  I.  VOLUME  OE  WORK 


None  of  the  poundage  reported  on  FDa  486  should  be  reported  as  carlo ts 
or  l.c.l' s.     It  is  intended  that  the  total  number  of  carlot  inspections,  the 
number  of  l.c.l.  inspections,  and  the  total  pounds  reported  on  FDa  486  should 
indicate  the  amount  of  inspection  work  done  by  the  inspection  office. 

The  number  of  certificates  issued  should  include  not  only  the  regular 
certificates  but  truck  and  Produce  Agency  dumping  certificates.     For  various 
reasons  there  is  no  positive  correlation  between  the. number  of  certificates 
issued  and  the  total  number  of  carlot  and  l.c.l.  inspections  shown  on  OMS 
110.    Accordingly,  no  attempt  should  be  made  to  bring  these  figures  into 
agreement. 

PART_n._INCOiS 

Only  the  total  amounts  assessed  should  be-shown  opposite  each  of  the 
items  listed.    For. example,  opposite  A-l  should  be  shown  the  total  amounts 
assessed  and  not  a  break-down  by  carlots,  l.c.l's.  etc.    Under  33-1,  it  is 
not  necessary  to  name  the  agency  or  agencies  to  which  services  were  rendered 
and  only  the  total  amounts  assessed  should  be  shown. 

PART_I _STaTUS  0F_C0i<u£ERCI_AL  COLLECTI ONS 

In  the  first  line,   the  balance  uncollected  the  first  of  the  current 
month  should  be-shown  and  the  balance  uncollected  the  first  of  the  following 
month  should  be  entered  On  the  last  line. 

Indicate  whether  collections  were  transmitted  to  Washington,  D.  C. ,  or 
deposited  in  a  bank.     The  amount  transmitted  to  Washington  should  be  the 
amounts  transmitted  d^.ring_the  month  covered  by  the  ^ejDort^    This  should  agree 
with  the  date  shown  on  schedule  of  collections,  form  1044. 
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Unpaid  "bills  forwarded  to  Washington  for  collection  should  include 
only  commercial  charges  which  the  inspection  office  has  failed  to  collect 
after  all  other  means  of  collection  have  been  exhausted.    Assessments  which 
are  sent  to  Washington  for  "billing  against  other  Federal  Agencies  should 
never  "be  included  with  unpaid  "bills  forwarded  to  Washington  for  collection. 

The  following  instructions  apply  to  form  OMS  449: 

Under  "Other  Expenses"  list  two  items,  first  "Inspectors  salaries" 
and  second,   "Clerks  and  Stenographers", 

Under  ""Remarks"  show  total  assessments  as  reported  on  form  OMS  110. 
Place  the  amount  of  total  assessments  under  the  total  operating  expenses. 
Subtract  one  from  the  other  and  enter  the  difference  as  profit  or  loss. 

Paragraphs  76  and  95  to  98  inclusive  should  be  deleted  from  the 
"Manual  of  Instructions  for  Clerks- Typists". 

Only  one  copy  of  0MS-110  and  two  copies  of  "0MS-449  should  be  sent 
to  Washington. 

A-supply  of  revised  0MS-110  is  being  mailed  to  each  office. 
Please  destroy  all  copies  of  the  old  form

CHA.NGE_IN  CaNa£IA1^aPPLE_G^^  - 

As  an  emergency  measure  effective  August  3,  1945,  the  following 
exceptions  have  been  made  in  clauses  3  and  4  of  regulations  covering  grades 
for  apples  grown  in  Canada:     (a)  2  inches  instead  of  2-1/4  inches  shall  be 
the  minimum  diameter  for  apples  in  all  grades  and  packs,     (b)  The  require- 
ment for  additional  color  for  red-ox  red  striped  varieties  of  size  2  to 
2-1/4  inches  is  waived.     (c)  The  size  range  2-2-1/2  inches  shall  be  per- 
mitted in  addition  to  those  now  prescribed.

DRIED  ?RUITS_ 

The  following  actions  have  "been  taken  recently  in  the  administration 
of  the  various  phases  of  the  dried  fruit  program* 

War  Food  Order  62  was  terminated  as  of  August  1,  1945.     This  order, 
which  prohibited  the  purchase,  sale,  delivery,  or  use  of  figs  for  conversion 
into  alcohol  or  other  "by  products  unless  specifically  authorized  by  the 
Director,  was  deemed  to  be  no  longer  necessary  since  the  demand  and  price 
situation  in  1945  will  not  encourage  diversion  of  figs  to  non-food  uses,  as 
was  the  case  in  1943  and  1944. 

On  August  13,  the  Secretary  approved  the  dried  prune  docket  under 
which  producers  will  be  assured  the  announced  prices  for  their  1945  pro- 
duction of  standard  quality  dried  prunes.     The  announced  prices  are  9-1/20 
per  pound  basis  for  California  Three  District  dried  prunes,  and  9-l/4^  for 
California  Outside  District  prunes,  and  for  Washington  and  Oregon  dried 
prunes  a  price  equal  to  that  of  California  Outside  District  prunes  of  com- 
parable size.     The  program  will  be  implemented  by  contracts  between  packers 
and  CCC  under  which  packers  will  agree  to  pay  to  growers  not  less  than  the 
prices;  announced,  arid  CCC  will  agree  to  purchase  from  packers  on  October  1, 
1946,  all  standard  quality  processed  dried  prunes  remaining  unsold  on  that 
date  and  offered  to  CCC. 

During  August,  packers  of  dried  apples  were  authorized  to  sell  in 
civilian  trade  channels  all  of  the  dried  apple  screenings ,  waste.  ,  pomace, 
and  dried  apple  chops  made  from  unpeeled  and  unco red  apples,  produced  from 
1945  crop  fruit.    Packers  of  dried  pears  were  authorized  to  sell  in 
civilian  trade  channels  all  dried  pear  chops  and  dried  peeled,  sliced 
pears  produced  from    1945  crop  fruit.     Similar  actions  were  taken  last 
,year. 

Limitations  on  the  dehydration  of  raisins  were  announced  in  a  press 
release  dated  August  21,  1945.     Subsequently,  authorizations  were  issued  by 
the  Deputy  Assistant  Administrator,  Production  and  Marketing  Administration, 
pursuant  to  WK)  17,  as  amended,  authorizing  dehydrators  to  process  specified 
quotas  of  Golden  Bleached  Thompson  Seedless  and  Valencia  Muscat  raisins. 
Totals  of'  37,668  tons  of  Golden  Bfeiched  raisins  and  2,000  tons  of  Valenciae 
were  authorized.     The  action  limiting  the  production  of  dehydrated  raisins 
was  necessary  because  of  the  limited  demand  for  such  raisins,  and  the 
greater  demand  for  natural  or  sun  dried  raisins. 

WO  69_-_FRUI_T_?0R_ALC0H0L2C_PURP0^ES_ 

War  Food  Order  S9,'as  amended,  which  restricted  the  use  of  certain 
fruits  and  berries  in  the  production  for  sale  of  alcoholic  products,  was 
terminated,  effective  August  25,  1945. 
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APPL3S__ 

Amendment  139  to  Maximum  Price  Reg;ilation  426,  effective  for  the 
period  August  20  through  September  30,  1945,  changes  the  ceiling  prices  for 
apples  for  fresh  use  grown  in  Washington,  Oregon,  California,  Montana  and 
Idaho  to  $3.19  per  bushel,  f.o.b.  shipping  point  and  for  apples  grown  in 
all  other  States  to  $3.85  per  "bushel  f.o.b.*  shipping  point.    These  changes 
were  made  to  continue  adjustments  to  compensate  growers  for  short  crops 
resulting  from  spring  freezes. 

PEACH3S 

Amendement  140  to  MPS  426,  effective  for  the  period  of  August  21 
through  September  2,  1945,  changes  the  ceiling  prices  for  peaches  for  fresh 
use  produced  in  the  States  of  Morth  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Virginia, 
West  Virginia,  Pennsylvania,  Maryland,  New  Jersey,  New  York  and  Delaware  to 
$4.09  per  bushel,  f.o.b.  shipping  point.     This  changie:  was  made  to  continue 
the  adjustment  to  compensate  growers  in  these  States  for  reduced  yields  and 
while  it  is  a  decrease  from  the  disaster  adjustment  in  effect  for  these 
States  from  August  1  to  .august  20,  it  is  an  increase  of  $0.45  per  bushel 
over  the  basic  ceiling  prices  for  peaches. 

GBAPES_  ■       ■:r  ■.  ■ 

The  Tokay  Grape  Industry  Committee  established  under  the  marketing 
agreement  for  California  Tokay  grapes  has  recommended  that  shipments  of 
Tokay  grapes  from  California  be  limited  to  specified  grades  and  sizes.  We 
are  considering  the  action  to  be  taken  on  this  recommendation.

WaH  500D_0PJDEHS 

WO  120,  which  provided  a  permit  system  for  Obtaining  potatoes  for 
Goernment  agencies,  was  terminated,  effective  12:01  am,  e.w. t. ,  August  29, 
since  the  estimated  production  indicates  ample  supplies  for  the  balance  of 
the  crop  year.  - 

WFO  30__ 

Dehydrated  vegetables  set  aside  order  has  also  been  terminated. 
This  order  has  for  the  past  year  only  required  processors  to  report  their 
.  .production.     Heavy  government  cut  backs  in  their  contracts  for  dehydrated 
vegetables  makes  it  advisable  to  disconti  nue  further  Food  Order  require- 
ments on  the  industry. 
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W?0_22.9 

WO  22.9  was  again  amended  on  August  24  to  reflect  new  government 
requirements  as  a  result  of  cessation  of  hostilities.     This  reduction 
together  with  a  larger  pack  of  canned  vegetables  in  prospect  for  1945, 
will  provide  an  additional  40  million  cases  for  civilian  use.     This  re- 
duction in  government  requirements  leaves  a  large  pack  of  canned  peas, 
corn  and  tomato  juice  to  market  through  civilian  channels. 

SUSPLUS  VEGETaBLS  situation 

The  late  summer  and  early  fall  domestic  type  cabbage  crop, 
estimated  at. 504, 000  tons,  is  18  jsercent  above  average  and  42  percent  above 
that  of  last  year.     The  Danish  type  crop  is  also  expected  to  be  large.  Steps 
are  being  taken  to  handle  the  anticipated  surplus  through  (1)  a  consumer 
educational  program  and  enlisting  assistance  of  the  distributing  trade,  (2) 
encouragement  of  maximum  usage  of  cabbage  for  kraut,  involving  availability, 
of  tin  and  kraut  ceiling  price  action;   (3)  purchases  for  distribution  to 
school  lunch  and  relief  institutions. 

CS£HBG  P3ICSS_  *  '  ' 

Price  regulations  have  now  been  released  by  the  Office  of  Price 
Administration  on  the  important  canned  vegetables  except  snap  beans,  and 
this  regulation  is  expected  to  be  ready  within  the  next  few  days. 

.  Several  miscellaneous  minor  processed  vegetables  such  as  canned  and 
frozen  corn  on  the  cob,  artichokes,  bean  sprouts,  etc.,  which  are  of  little 
importance  in  the  cost  of  living,  have  been  eliminated  from  price  control. 

SUGAS 

Assistance  is  continuing  to  be  given  to  canners  in  securing  sugar  to 
meet  their  requirements  for  canned  corn,  peas,  and  tomato  catsup  and  the 
situation  is  still  tight.    Additional  quantities  of  sugar  above  canners 
original  estimates  will  likely  be  needed  for  the  large  pack  of  -  corn  now  in 
pro spect. 

The  subsidy  rates  for  all  products  to  be  covered  in  the  194$  agree- 
ment has  now  been  published  through  press  release.     The  agreement  is  ex- 
pected to  be  ready  for  distribution  to  canners  very  soon.
